ANNUAL REPORT OF THE 
INSPECTION SERVICE BRANCH 


The year terminated with the satisfaction of 
a good operative year although there was a decrease in 
some aspects of work as shown by the statistics. 

This decrease came about because of less staff; 


through resignation upon retirement of staff members. 


Distinct changes in employment and productivity of 
industry have begun to show within our Province. This 
trend will continue because our own Provincial Government 
Officials have toured the world to encourage investment 


of money and capital expenditure in Alberta.

To move the commodities produced by these plants 
has meant an increase in Bulk Tankers and personnel on 


our highways. 
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There are now very many diverse bulk tankers on our 
highways and such containers are being used for different 
commodities. 

Trucking companies are contracting to haul food, 
raw chemicals, processed chemicals, fly ash, acids, salt, 
and fertilizer. Many firms are on contract to the 
suppliers and consequently, large fleets under one company 
or contrdctor is commonplace. 

We do not have strict control over these vehicles 
and personnel should be trained to inspect the multifarious 
yr equinment on such vehicles.

i.e. Jacob brakes, air brakes, disc brakes, 
tag axles, sliding axles and so forth. 


Because of the growth in population, industrial 
complexes, vehicle registrations and related services; 
these natural growths have materially increased the 
demands on the services provided by the Inspection Service 


Branch. 


This service groth is expected to continue because 
in 1970 the “Point De-Merit’' system will be invoked. It 
is possible that the services of the Inspection Service 


Branch will also be required to assist with this program. 
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2.4. 


DEPARTMENT OF HIGHWAYS & TRANSPORT 


Since April 1969, all public weigh scales owned by 
the Provincial Government have been administered by the 
Department of Highways & Transport. During 1969 meetings 
were held with V. McCune, Chief Engineer; Design and 
Planning Engineers; and Bridge and Maintenance Engineers 


of the Department of Highways & Transport. 


Engineer, D.D. Kuchinski, was delegated as “Liaison 
Officer’? between Department of Highways & Transport and 
the Inspection Service Branch for the administration of 


scale sites, scales and maintenance. 


Plans that were formulated in 1967 and 1968 for 
weigh scale sites in our Province were implemented during 
the 1969 Fall. Three (3) ‘Super’ scale sites have been 
started at three (3) locations. 


These scales should be operable in April 1970. 


Since August 1969 the Inspection Service Branch 
has used four (4) “hand portable scales" throughout the 
Province. These scales have been so useful that twenty- 
four (24) more have been ordered by the Department of 


Highways & Transport.

It should be noticed that all these infractions were 
revealed on highways not controlled by any permanent scale site. 
When the other twenty-four (21) portable scales are 

delivered, continuous patrols will be carried out on these and 


other district roads. 
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These scales are carried in the trunk of a motor 
car and weighing only thirty-six (36) pounds each are 


easily handled by any operator. 


Considerable expense for maintenance and repairs 
to the scale decks was necessary during 1969. It has 
also been found that some approaches to the scales are 
in a bad state of deterioration. The impact force of 
heavy vehicles and the re-action of frost upheaval has 
caused either a “lift" or “drop in the platform 
approaches. 

It could also be attributed to the fatigue of the 
material in these approaches. Vehicles are weighing with 
much heavier loads and more frequently than a short time 


ago. 


It should be noted that considerably less vehicles 
were weighed curing 1969, compared to 1968. Even though 
less vehicles were weighed on our scales the percentage 
of trucks found overladen has increased considerably.

During January and part of February 1969, the scales 
were not opened because of the extreme climatic and road 


conditions. 
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Clover Bar scale was closed permanently for a new 
highway design; a new scale site has been built at Ardrossan 
but not yet completed. 

Winterburn and Coutts were closed for over three (3) 
months for major repairs. 

Nisku was closed for three (3) months becouse of a 
new highway project and it is now only used for Northbound 
traffic, 

Ft. McLeod was also closed for one (1) month for 
major repairs. 

Three (3) new electronic scale sites have been started, 
Balzac, Leduc and Ardrossan. These should be operable by 


April 1970. 


Assistance was given to the Department of Highways’ 
Engineers and photographic unit with the testing of the 
triple trailers. The purpose was to test the ualts voAsr 
actual freight conditions. 

Further tests will be made when the Calgary-Edmonton 
#2 highway has sufficient snow thereon to permit more 


filming. 


During 1969 the Inspection Service Branch carried 
out or assisted with seven (7) surveys for various Depart- 


ments of the Government. 
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Destination Survey 

Three (3) Origin -— Destination surveys were carried 
out in the Southern part of the Province by the Department 
of Highways & Transport. Members of this Branch assisted 


in traffic control during the survey. 


Fuel Oil Tax Survey 


Two (2) surveys of one (1) weeks duration were 
carried out by members of all Branches on the number of 
vehicles using fuel oil on which the required tax was not 


paid. 


Insurance Survey 





& survey for the Motor Vehicle Branch of the 
Department of Highways & Transport was carried out by the 
Royal Canadian Mounted Police; we were asked to assist. 

All motor vehicles were checked for insurance or 
financial responsibility as required by the Motor Vehicle 
Aecident Claims Act. 

Seven (7) drivers were found to be operating motor 


vehicles without any type of insurance. 


Sign Survey 


A survey wec carried out by members of all Branches 
for the Highway Traffic Board. Information was required 


about the size of the lettering on signs carried on motor 
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vehicle tankers. A separate report was submitted to the 


Secretary of the Highway Traffic Board.

During the year 1969 extensive checking of vehicles 
took place for the purpose of "Operating Authority’ into 
and out of Alberta. 

About June, vehicles travelling “out of Alberta — 
ceased to be checked because of a Magistrate’s Court ruling 
conforming with the Manitoba Kleysen stated case. 

During November there was a reverse decision in 
Ontario and subsequently all vehicles into and out of 


Alberta are again checked for operating authority. 


There has been a marked increase in the number of 
permits issued by the Highway Traffic Board to operators 


of Public Service Vehicles.

The increase in permits issued can be attributed 
to the better surveillance of the highways. This has 
caused some companies to purchase permits wherein no permits 
were bought for previous contracts, 

Not all the permits are issued by the Highway 
Traffic Board; some are issued at offices near our border 


points by persons appointed by the Highway Traffic Board. 
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3.4. 


The accounts received by the Highway Traffic Board 
for permits issued during January - November 1969 amounted 


to $576,800. 


There are still some areas where there is little or 
no control over permits or weights on our highways. We do 
not have any offices in the High Levei, Rainbow Lake or 


Athabasca, .Fort McMurray districts. 


Examination of Bills of Lading and Invoices 
Officers of the Inspection Service Branch inspected 
a Public Service Carrier's records at the depot where it 
ae ee the Company was circumventing our Provincial 


Regulations. 


The Carrier later appeared before the Highway Traffic 
Board and was assessed a sum of money to cover the cost of 
permits that should have been bought to allow transportation 


of heavy machinery on our highways. 


Invoices and receipts were inspected of two (2) 
other companies and it was discovered that pay loads were 
delivered in excess of ei*her the registration of the 

vehicle or highway maximum weight. 182 invoices disclosed 


that our Provincial Regulations had been ignored.

In all cases the “shipper or “producer” was at fault 
as well as the carrier. The weight of the load on the 


vehicle was known before it left the point of origin. 


The scales at our border points were opened several 
times during the year for a week duration and on a 24 hour 


operation. They were also opened irregularly. 


Particular attention was paid to Operating Authorities 
and reciprocity permits.

Some difficulty is still experienced with United 
States truckers coming into the Province and claiming that 


goods carried by them to be "their own goods’, 


If, however, we had authority to demand the "Customs 
Manifest Order issued at the Port of Entry we would be able 
to determine the type of load, the original shipping point, 


destination and owner.

Royal Canadian Mounted Police can demand this 
document because it’s a Federal Law; this agency cannot. 


It is suggested that some thought be given to this problem. 


Operating Authority for Carriers 


During 1969 there was a marked increase in applications 
for Operating Authorities to the Highway Traffic Board of 
Alberta. This activity has increased primarily because of 
the thorough checking of all vehicle papers by members of 


this Branch. 


The number of public hearings and also cancellation 
of some carriers inter and extra Provincial authority has 


also increased. 


This rigid control of merchandise by truck transport- 
ation has assisted the Provincial trucking industry as well 


as the Regulatory bedy. 


Two points not covered by scale activity is at the 
National te eee Both Banff and Jasper Parks have 
very good highways leading West. There is little or no 
control over permits of any description and once the trucker 
enters Alberta he can, if he so wishes, avoid any scale. The 
nearest to Banff is Cochrane; the nearest to Jasper is Winter- 


burn outside Edmonton. 
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Careful consideration should be given for the operation 


of scales near both National Farks. 


If scale sites were opened near the Parks, it would 
be possible to issue Trip Permits, Fuel Permits and Load 
Permits in conjunction with keeping the motor carrier to our 


road weight limits. 


At the present time there is some control over permits 
at the ‘‘Park*? border entrances; but it is assumed the Provincial 
Highway authority is losing considerable revenue at these 


points.

School Bus Report 


This report will cover statistics for the school 


term from September lst, 1968 to June 30th, 1969.

One (1) sehool child was killed when crossing the 
highway to board a school bus. The vehicle was stopped 


with the alternating lights operating. 


The child was hit by a half-ton truck which passed 
the school bus. The driver of the vehicle responsible was 
charged with ‘Careless driving". He was convicted, fined 
$250.00 and his operating license suspended for two (2) 


months. 


Eight (8) occupants of other vehicles involvsd in 


accidents with school buses, sustained injuries. 
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4.6, During the school term a total of 7,655 manhours 
were Spent during bus inspections, investigations and 
seminars connected with school bussing infinite Province. 

Seminars for school bus drivers are being held far 
more frequently at the request of the school boards,

Motor Vehicle Branch 
The number of investigations carried out on behalf 
of this Branch increased during 1969. The main increase 


was with the division of “suspended driversi, 


Calgary and Edmonton investigated 2,743 files within 
the two (2) cities, this averages to almost ten (10) every 


working day. 


The bulk of the investigations falls into the two 
(2) cities because they represent the largest inhabited areas 


of this Frovince. 


The number of investigations for the Motor Vehicle 


Accident Claims Act have decreased considerably. 


The practice of operating a Public Service Vehicle 
on ee highways with one (1) registered license plate still 
continues. It is extremely difficult to prove in any Court 
that two vehicles are onerating on one registration. Both 


vehicles have to be found "operating"! at the same time. 


Some revenue is lost through this malpractice.

DEPARTMENT OF PROVINCIAL SECRETARY 


Fuel Oil Tax Branch 
es The Inspection Service Branch enforces the following 
legislation; 
Fuel Oil Tax Act and Regulations pertaining thereto, ° 
and the policies of the Department responsible for 


the legislation is also closely followed. 


Lees Two (2) concentrated checks for ‘marked fuel” were 
made throughout the Frovince of Alberta simultaneously. 


Each check lasted for five (5) days. 


During April - vehicles checked = 20,668 
Infractions found = toe 
During July vehicles checked = 9,505 
Infractions found = 42 


In addition to these survey checks specifically for 
marked fuel, a continual spot check is made throughout the 
Province. 

Total number of infractions 1969 = 69. 

Even with less staff, the number of these infractions 


have remained about the same level. 


tee During the course of 1969, inspectors of this Branch 
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were requested to make special journeys to ‘‘dye* or ‘mark* 
fuel. 

Forty-four (44) such installations were carried out 
throughout the Province. The purpose of ‘‘marking" fuel after 
it has left the refinery or producing plants is because of 


contamination or errors by the refinery in shipment. 


If the fuel was not marked correctly, it could mean 


a loss in revenue by the Government.

DEPARTMENT OF INDUSTRY AND TOURISM 


Fuel Oil Licensing Act 
During the year 1969, retail outlets for gasoline 
were visited to keep observation and control of the octane 


values for the Alberta gasoline specifications. 


Fifty-three (53), one gallon samples were obtained 
from various Wholesale and Retail gasoline outlets throughout 
the Province. These samples were submitted to the Oil and 
Gas Testing Laboratory of the Research Council of Alberta; 
they conducted complete standard tests on the gasoline 
samples. 

Ten (10) of the samples failed for various reasons; 
eight (8) warnings and two (2) prosecutions were carried out 


as a result of these standard tests. 


It is suggested that the loss in oil tax revenue 
would be reduced if the wholesale depot licensees were 


prohibited by regulation of selling "marked fuel" in quantities 


of NOT LESS THAN 45 GALLONS . 


I wish to extend my thanks to the staff of the Alberta 
Research Council for the varied help and assistance this 


Branch was given with our investigations. 
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LANDS AND FORESTS DEPARTMENT 


The Inspection Service Branch is involved with two 
(2) branches of this Department. 
1. Lands and Forests 


2. ish and Wildlife 


Whilst on duty at the weigh scales, some assistance 
is given to the Lands and Forests Branch by control of the 


lumber trucks and sawn lumber. 


Statistical reports are obtained as a result of 
vehicle checks and load supervision. These reports are sub-— 


mitted to the Forestry Department. 


All staff members are ex-officio Game Guardians. 
During wildbird and big game hunting seasons, close liaison | 
is practised with the personnel of the Fish and Wildlife 
Branch, 

Special assistance was given during the Elk Hunting 


special areas near Sundre. 


Several infractions of the misuse of marked fuel 


was disclosed during this time by some of the hunters. 
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AGRICULTURAL DEPARTMENT 


Since June 1969, this Branch has been responsible 


for the enforcement of the ‘'Noxious Weed Act™, 


This was undertaken at the request of the Agricultural 
Department to prevent the increase and spread of weeds. To 
assist the farmers, from June to September 1969, a programme 


of information and education was undertaken, also most local 


farmer unions locals’’ were visted to give an explanation 


of what was required. 


From reports received, this manner of approach to an 


old problem was well received by the farming communities.

CONCLUSION 


During 1969 some 71,344 vehicles were weighed; compared 
to 1968 this shows a decrease of 31,000 but there are very 
valid reasons for this decrease. 

1. Some of the major scales were closed because of 
repairs and others were removed from their sites 


because of new highway sites and construction. 


2. The number of men engaged on investigations. 


Although there were less vehicles weighed on our permanent 
scales the record shows that a greater percentage of vehicles

There was an increase of 25% in the sale of permits from 


the Highway Traffic Board; part of the responsibility ‘for this 


can be attributed to the work of the Inspection Service Branch. | 


The sale of permits, and this includes, Overload, Over- 


dimensional and Fuel Permits, constitutes a large sum of 


revenue. Even though there was a large number purchased, there 


is still room for improvement over the ‘'use'? of such permits. 


Many trucking companies ‘under purchase’ the true value 
of the permit, and unless they are stopped on the highway or 
on the scales the journey is completed with a permit far below 


the revenue value that should have been paid to the Government. 
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For those carriers who do not purchase a permit it means 
a double penalty to. the Government. 
| 1. The Government has lost revenue. 
2. The Provincial bridges and roadways are damaged 


by excess weight. 


ie There are certain areas where very little enforcement is 


carried out because of distance and also lack of personnel. 


Whitecourt, Fox Creek, High Level, Slave Lake, Grande 


Cache, Zama City and Lac La Biche. 


5. It must be assumed that considerable revenue is lost from 
these areas from incorrect vehicle registration, permits of all 


descriptions and fuel tax. 
What cannot be assessed around these areas is the damage 
to our bridges and roadways by extensive overloading of vehicles. 
6. Another source of revenue, almost untouched are the two (2) 


Provincial border entrances:- Banff and Jasper. 


Highway #16 or the Yellowhead route by vehicle count has 


increased over 100% during the past year. 


We do not have a weigh scale to control the West bound 
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traffic on the highway from Lloydminster to Jasper. 


It is less costly for a trucker to use #16 highway because 
it has only one small grade, no trouble with snow avalanches 


and the only scale is sited well inside British Columbia. 


The Inspection Service Branch is not a revenue seeking 
agency. But there is no reason why it‘s work could not be aligned 


to this direction with the adoption of some new policies. 


The highways must be controlled, otherwise excessive over- 
loading destroys the roadbed. The trucks are already taxed by 
license, stricter control would mean better service to the public, 
fair Bere its on amongst truckers and more important give a 


constant revenue to the Government. 


Closer liaison could be maintained with the "Oil and 
Conservation”, “Mines and Minerals” and “Industry and Development 


Boards*, 


All three are involved with the movement of heavy machinery 
or construction plants. All three boards would know of impending 


development. : 


This Branch has produced more revenue by it’s enforcement 
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work than what it has cost for the operation of the whole male 
staff. What is more important is the fact of preventative 


supervision.
